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Early 2-Year-old Racing 


HE National Association of State Racing Com- 

missioners at its meeting to be held at Miami 
next week will consider a proposal to set some 
sort of restriction upon the racing of 2-year-olds 
during the first few months of the year. We wish 
to make clear our stand upon this matter. 

We are definitely opposed to any change in the 
date on which the ages of Thoroughbreds are ad- 
vanced. The present system of changing ages on 
January 1 is quite satisfactory, and we do not see 
any improvement that could be brought about by 
anew rule. We are definitely opposed to any rule 
which would place the foaling season later in the 
year. As matiers stand now, the breeder takes 
his choice, to some extent, between January foals 
and May foals, and is well pleased that he is able 
The fact of the matter is that less than 
5 per cent of Thoroughbred foals are born in 
January, that establishing a later deadline 
would work no great hardship on breeders. Never- 
theless it is better to leave matters as they are 
and let January stand as a sort of buffer month 
for the breeder, to prevent undue crowding during 
the remainder of the breeding season.

We are opposed to any rule which would pro- 
hibit 2-year-old racing during the early months 
of the year, partly because we are not convinced 
that it would bring about any measureable im- 
provement in the soundness of horses, but princi- 
pally because of the apparent economic loss that 
would be involved. If it were simply a matter of 
taking the value off a few precocious Thorough- 
breds and placing it upon older horses of greater 
stamina and greater durability we would hail 
such a rule as likely to contribute to the im- 
provement of the breed. But such is not the case. 
The race tracks of America, by their policy of 
catering to the selling plater and the sprinter in 
preference to the higher-class horse and the stayer, 
have brought about a plethora of cheap, precocious 
horses, a large percentage of which are of such 
a type that the horseman recognizes they will 
attain the peak of their usefulness as 2-year-olds 
at the winter tracks. Now it is proposed virtually 
to eliminate these horses from the racing picture. 
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We grant that such a move might be expected 
in the long run to improve the breed, for it would 
make it most unprofitable to produce them. But 
let’s not improve the breed so abruptly. 

First let the race tracks give some indication 
that they want an improvement of the breed. Let 
them offer encouragement to the breeder who 
would produce a slow-maturing, durable horse. 
Let them put a premium upon stamina and class 
as they now put a premium upon speed and cheap- 
ness, and there will be some justification for 
eliminating 2-year-old racing during the winter 
months. But to eliminate such racing now would 
mean the destruction of property without even a 
promise of recompense. THE BLOOD-HORSE would 
sincerely like to see 2-year-old racing abolished 
during January, February, and March, but such 
a rule, when read against the context of American 
racing as a whole, would be an absurdity. 

As for the suggestion that 2-year-olds raced 
during the winter months be restricted to claim- 
ing races during the remainder of the year, we 
have no strong objections. But we do not believe 
it would work. No trainer taking a group of 
young horses south or west for the winter can 
distinguish the weeds from the flowers with any 
certainty. And it would take only a few such 
instances as Vander Pool, Faireno, Maedic, and 
Seabiscuit to produce a clamor against the rule. 

The commissioners might approve and pass a 
rule requiring race tracks to run, and not cancel, 
any race the conditions of which have been pub- 
lished in advance and which fills with as many as 
four starters. This may seem quite remote from 
the subject, but it isn’t. The race tracks are quite 
willing to put into their condition books races for 
horses between the class of selling platers and 
stakes winners, and races for horses which can 
run 12 furlongs without staggering—but they are 
not willing to run such races unless the fields are 
big, and the fields are not big because the trainers 
have no assurance that the races will be run. If 
there is a sincere desire to do any improving of 
the breed, let’s have a test case and see where 
we come out. Early 2-year-old racing can be 
eliminated after we have something better to re- 
piace it.

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A Trainers Diary

OVEMBER 29 to December 5. A week of bad 

weather for training purposes, and the track 
so frozen that horses were able to go on it only 
occasionally, and then late in the mornings. In 
order to make the stable more comfortable for 
both men and horses, we covered the space be- 
tween the eaves of the shed and the railing with 
cheesecloth. This is the cloth that is regularly 
used for covering tobacco seed-beds in spring in 
Kentucky, and is carried in big bolts at most 
stores. When stretched tightly, it keeps out almost 
all of the wind, snow, and rain, but allows suffi- 
cient fresh air and light to come through it. When 
the cheesecloth was all up, our winter quarters 
were quite snug, and shed work can now be done 
in any weather, and in comparative comfort. 


It was also found that due to their heavy coats 
of hair the yearling colts especially were quite 
hard to cool out properly, and the dampness deep 
in their coats was a source of danger. To avoid 
trouble from this source, we clipped the hair off 
of their bellies and to about midway of their 
sides, and no further trouble in cooling was en- 
countered. Due to being unable to go on the 
track, most of the horses had to be jogged under 
the shed for their exercise this week. As a further 
safeguard against coughs and colds, I gave each 
of the yearlings a subcutaneous injection of 
anti-influenza serum. Each was given 30 cc. on 
the near side of the neck. The injections caused 
no discomfort or sickness of any kind, and by 
the following morning, all signs of the adminis- 
tration of the serum had disappeared from the 
necks of all but one or two. 


For two weeks I have described in great de- 
tail for the benefit of beginners how to go about 
giving a yearling his first lessons in breaking. 
In the last chapter our colts were walking around 
the shed with boys on their backs, not very cer- 
tain of what was wanted of them, but beginning 
to get the idea. If your boys are experienced, 
and your colts smart, usually by the second day 
of walking without a man leading, you can allow 
the colts to jog. If you have been leading them 
with a pony, it will be very easy to get them to 
jog, as they will naturally follow suit when the 
pony jogs off. The important thing in jogging 
is to see that they just jog, and are not allowed 
to trot. 

There is a vast difference between a jog and 
a trot, and I suspect that some of you have never 
even thought of it. A Thoroughbred can jog 
without danger of striking himself anywhere, and 
keep his feet well under him, and the rider can 
keep him in perfect control, but when he strides 
out into a swinging trot, he is likely to strike 
with the toe of the hind foot the heel of the fore- 
foot on the same side. Also it will be only a mat- 
ter of moments until he will want to break into 
a canter, as the trot is not his natural gait. Many 
a trainer puzzles over where the soreness that 
his horse shows is located, and how it came 
about, when his exercise boys have allowed his 
horses to trot rapidly. Heels are very easily 
bruised in this careless and seemingly innocent 
manner of handling, and although sore enough to 
make the horse show it in his gait, the seat of 
the trouble is hard to locate by sight and touch. 

When jogging the yearlings around the shed,

do not allow them to be so jogged until they are 
weary, and I think it best not to allow them to 
become warm enough to “break out’’ with sweat. 
Remember the unbroken yearling is young and 
soft, has never had any experience or natural 
necessity for developing muscles sufficient to car- 
ry loads greater than his own body, and great 
damage can be done him by allowing the exercise 
boy to remain on his back for too long a time in 
his early lessons. 

It is well to continue the jogging around the 
shed for several days until the colts get rather 
bridlewise, and familiar with having a rider on 
their backs. Be sure that their riders do not rush 
them around the turns of the shed, and see to it 
that no unpleasantness develops between rider and 
his mount. A really good exercise boy should have 
successfully launched a mutual trust, affection, 
and understanding with his mount during these 
days of shed work. 

When you feel that the yearlings are suffi- 
ciently bridlewise and settled to go out to gallop, 
select the one you expect the most trouble from 
in each set, and lead him with a shank beside 
your lead pony. Run the chain of the shank 
through the rings of the bridle, take‘a turn around 
your right hand with the shank at its end, and 
then catch the shank closer to the head of the 
yearling, and if you have a good lead pony, he, 
you, and the rider of the yearling can take care 
of any capers the yearling may try to cut. Jog 
all the yearlings until the edge of their good 
feeling is off, then start for the track. Have the 
rubbers lead the other yearlings in the set to 
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the track one behind the other, and you lead the 
way with your pony and the mischievously in- 
clined yearling. 


When all are on the track, turn them out and 
stand them allowing all to have a good look 
around. Then turn and walk off down the track 
a little way before breaking into a jog. The rub- 
bers will start the other yearlings in the set, and 
will then turn them loose, as they follow after 
your lead pony and the yearling at his side. 
Some of them may take a few good jumps or 
bucks, and some may shy around, and perhaps 
turn completely around and want to go the other 
way, but good boys will have little trouble in 
making them follow the lead pony without much 
delay. Allow them to break into a slow canter, 
and one turn of the track will be enough for the 
first visit to it. It is well also to select for your 
first trip to the track with yearlings an hour 
when almost all other trainers have finished their 
work, and the track is deserted except for your 
own string. Yearlings are much upset by strange 
horses galloping past, and will be for some time, 
so the fewer of these you have to cope with for 
a while the better. 


After having galloped around the track, gal- 
lop well past the gap through which the horses 
must leave the track, and pull down to a jog and 
then to a walk, and turn out and stand for a 
couple of minutes. Then turn to the left and walk 
back to the gap, and just before you reach it, 
again turn out, and try to make your charges 
stand as quietly as possible. 

Teaching yearlings to stand is one of their very 
most important lessons. How do you expect them 
ever to stand in a starting gate, if they have not 
even been taught to stand on the track? Take 
plenty of time for these standing lessons, or they 
will be poorly learned, and soon forgotten. After 
they have stood long enough to satisfy you, turn 
them left again and walk them off the track. 
Never allow a horse to run off the track, and 
unless it is necessary for some good reason to do 
otherwise, always make him walk to the barn. A 
horse should enjoy his morning exercise, and he 
will usually, unless he is spoiled by being fought, 
frightened, over worked, or by suffering from 
some injury or unsoundness. The more quietly 
and gently, but firmly, a yearling is handled, the 
better behaved he will be later along. 

Another thing I must caution the beginner 
about is where to gallop, and where not to gal- 
iop on a race track. Remember that the rail is 
the shortest distance around the track, and that 
there are numerous objects along it that a year- 
ling is at least curious about, and often afraid of. 
He must become familiar with and unafraid of 
the rail and its appurtenances, or he will bear out 
or run out in his work and races. Always gallop 
as near the rail as you can, taking into con- 
sideration the “‘traffic’’ on the track. Usually you 
can gallop within ten to fifteen feet of the rail 
at all times, as that gives room for workers to 
pass between your galloping horses and the rail. 
Never, never, allow anybody to gallop your horse 
around the outside fence of the track. That is 
where all the outlaws and crazy horses and boys 
are to be found, and if you don’t want your horses 
just like them, keep them well down in the track 
at all times. Watch this if you get a new boy, 
and especially if the boy is a jockey, as they are 
the very worst offenders in this particular, and 
are often very poor exercise boys, despite being 
fair or good riders. 


A VISIT TO REMLIK HALL

N at least two occasions in the past I have 

attempted to visit Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
training headquarters, down at Remlik Hall, 
almost at the mouth of the Rappahannock River 
in Virginia, but prior to last week the trip had 
always been curtailed and that somewhat out- 
of-the-way spot, from the horse-farm viewpoint, 
remained one of the few such establishments I 
had not seen. Having occasion to accompany 
Howard D. Buck, young Maryland breeder, to 
inspect the stallion Ned Reigh, which he has now 
leased from the master of Remlik, I did finally 
get to the farm late in December, and a most 
interesting spot I found Remlik Hall to be, ideal 
for its purpose in every respect. 

Leaving Baltimore early on a dull morning, we 
drove through southern Maryland’s tobacco land, 
past the quiet little town of Upper Marlboro, on 
past what is left of many a colonial manor, until 
we reached the banks of the wide Potomac at 
Morgantown. By this time the sun had come out 
and the river presented a lovely sight, with the 
high towers of the Dahlgren Naval Proving Sta- 
tion towering over the mist of the river. A lei- 
surely ferry took us to Colonial Beach, and 
through the flat, sandy, tidewater lands of Vir- 
ginia’s historically famous ‘Northern Neck’ we 
drove south and east to the fine new bridge which 
spans the Rappahannock River at the town of 
Tapahannock. Thence for close on 70 more miles 
we arove through what looked like good farming 
land, almost to the town of Urbanna, where we 
turned into the 1,500-acre estate on which Mr. 
Kilmer maintains his training quarters as well 
as his winter home, Remlik Hall. 

Joe Moore, manager of this part of the Kilmer 
property, was at the excellently equipped quarters 
where the men and boys stay and attend to the 
important job of eating. John Holm, of the Kil- 
mer organization, had accompanied us on the trip 
and a good lunch was awaiting us. W. A. (Doc) 
Crawford, sole trainer of the Kilmer horses at 
this time, the string numbering but a dozen or 
so horses, soon joined us, and a visit was paid 
to some of the 16 individual double-fenced pad- 
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Sicilian donkeys are a hobby of Mr. and Mrs. 
Kilmer. Here are a one-day-old and his dam.

docks, each of which has its own shed for pro- 


tection of the “turn-outs” in case of inclement 
weather. 

In the first paddock visited we saw a lovely 
sort of filly, medium-sized and compactly made, 
the 4-year-old Sun Celerina, by gallant old *Sun 
Briar from the good French stakes winner *Ce- 
lerina, by the dead *Teddy. *Celerina has now 
returned to the stud of her owner, Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger, in her native land. In the next pad- 
dock we paid homage to the grand old gelding 
Exterminator, which, together with his small 
pony companion, “Peanuts,” is living a life of 
ease in retirement. There’s plenty of fire in the 
old chap’s eye yet and he carries his years ex- 
ceptionally well. His hair is long but has the 
sheen of health, and his flesh is firm. Extermina- 
tor and his tiny paddock-mate are cared for by 
a leisurely Virginian called “Pitchfork,” and we 
persuaded Bones, Pitchfork, and Peanuts to pose 
for Howard Buck’s camera as they came in for 
the night. 

As we were watching the old gelding and his 
pal there came galloping across the large field 
that is on the other side of the road from the 
paddocks, a pair that appeared to be enjoying 
the Virginia sunshine, kicking and bucking like 
yearlings. These were the handsome gelding Gino 
Capture and the chestnut filly Sun Emblem. 
They did not tarry long but set off again in a 
gallop that, if kept up, will have them fit for 
racing in no time at all. 

Ned Reigh’s paddock wes next entered and a 
fine picture the son of Neddie and Reigh Nun 
presented as he stood with head up and ears 
pricked, watching the impromptu race _ being 
staged the other side of the road. We inspected 
Ned Reigh closely, finding him to be a well made, 
upstanding sort of horse, with flat, clean bone, a 
compact, well ribbed up body, and with the head 
of his sire and grandsire. Ned Reigh is an im- 
pressive, masculine horse, and looks the stallion 
all over his make-up. A first-class colt at two, 
Ned Reigh, a winter-book favorite for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, came close to succumbing to ship- 
ping fever contracted en route to Louisville. Only 
his great heart, according to his veterinarian, who 
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was with him constantly for four weeks, kept 
him alive that spring, so sick was he. There’s no 
trace of sickness about him now, however, and, 
turned loose, he showed us a sample of the action 
that helped him to be the good colt he was. 

Back at the stables, where the 80 commodious 
boxes are arranged around three separate sand- 
covered courtyards, we first saw Christmas Gift 
and his dam. Usually the Kilmer breeding opera- 
tions are carried on at Court Manor, far away 
trom Remlik in the Shenandoah Valley, but 
Christmas Gift, a foal of one day, was dropped 
at Remlik. The most prominent of the colt’s 
anatomical parts are his ears, which must meas- 
ure at least nine inches already. This is no 
Thoroughbred, but one of the half-dozen or so 
Sicilian donkeys which Mr. and Mrs. Kilmer like 
to keep around their stables. Both the owner and 
his charming lady love their animals in no half- 
hearted fashion, and the dogs, horses, and donkeys 
all show that there is plenty of affectionate care 
lavished on them. Christmas Gift’s dam, whose 
pedigree I neglected to find out, submitted to 
having Pitchfork carry out her offspring in his 
arms for a photograph, and Christmas Gift him- 
self was quite blase about the matter. 

We had a look at Doc Crawford’s cottage at 
the main training quarters before seeing his 
horses. From his sitting room the trainer can 
see every one of his charges as they doze with 
their heads at the screens, enjoying the after- 
noon sun. First horse to be seen here was Nedayr. 
This son of Neddie and Sunayr, by *Sun Briar, 
showed promise of the highest order in the fall, 
and from his present appearance he looks like 
making good this promise in his second season 
of racing. Of the staying type, Nedayr reminds 
one considerably of his sire, though possibly 
leaner in the quarter and with more length in 
front of the girth. Nedayr is absolutely sound, 
has a perfect disposition, and is a grand doer. 
Trainer Crawford tells us that he is feeding his 
charge only small grain ration, and that but twice 
daily, and the colt looks wonderfully well and fit 
on what he is getting. With the rest of the string 
Nedayr will go into active training about mid- 
January and should be well prepared for racing

when the time comes for him to go to the post. 
Undoubtedly Nedayr will be seriously considered 
for the Derby on his 1937 form, for he has shown 
all a Derby horse should show. 


The smart little long-bodied Sun Alexandria was 
seen in his box. His trainer is of the opinion that 
if he grows over the winter this son of *“Sun Briar 
and *Alexandria, by Pharos, will be a first-class 
horse. In parenthesis one might recall that the 
same was said of War Admiral as a 2-year-old. 
The filly Sun Flo impressed me as having the 
makings of a first-class race mare. She is very 
“breedy-looking,’’ has a grand front, and gives 
the impression that she can thoroughly take care 
of herself in a race. Out of the well bred *Flo, 
by Alcantara II, and half-sister to the stakes mare 
*Alberta, this filly should have real value in the 


Court Manor Stud. Another good-looking filly is 
the strongly made, good-bodied Gino Nun, by 


*Gino from Ned Reigh’s dam, Reigh Nun. 

Mrs. Kilmer has a very good prospect for next 
year’s stakes in the powerfully built, masculine 
Lucky Omen with which son of *Royal Minstre! 
his owner plans on winning some of the year’s 
best races. A tall chestnut colt bearing the un- 
mistakable stamp of the Fair Plays is Sun In- 
play, a fine-looking colt with a lot of quality 
about him, by *Sun Briar out of Inplay, by Friar 
Play. The last colt looked at is a gross sort of 
an individual with a tremendous body and shori 
bull neck, yet a horse that strikes one as having 
possibilities of class. He is Mint Alley, a bay 
son of Mint Briar and the good race mare Sally’s 
Alley, thus far a disappointment as a producer. 

Manager Moore took us out to see the train- 
ing track, showing us en route the six-month-old 
Sicilian donkey colt April Fool, which brayed 
steadily as we discussed his points. The track is 
a first-class one, of very light soil, with a good 
cushion and a perfect draining system that makes 
it excellent for spring training, according to Doc 
Crawford. Some very fast works have been turned 
in on this track and horses could be made ready 
for a “killing” on leaving Remlik. 

After seeing everything at the training stables 


we drove through the sweet smelling pine woods, 
past the bird-feeding spots in the clearings—quail 
are well cared for and protected at Remlik—-down 
to the point overlooking the Rappahannock where 
stands Remlik Hall. This home of the Kilmers 
is a comfortable, rambling, wooden structure 
with a delightful outlook over the water, at that 
time well covered with the oyster fleet. We found 
Mr. Kilmer awaiting us and had a very pleasant 
visit, admiring the many beautiful paintings that 
adorn the walls. Mrs. Kilmer, ready for an after- 
noon ride, was leaving as we arrived but we did 
hear about some of the horses from her before 
she left, for she is as keenly interested as her 
husband, her horses running under the name of 
the Fairfield Stable. But with a 200-mile drive 
home facing us we could not tarry long, much 
as we would have wished to in such a congenial 
spot, so we socn were on the road home.

Pulling Contest 


ONDON, December 21.—-Frost and snow have 

relaxed their grip, and racing has been prac- 
ticable during the past 10 days, albeit the weather 
is bitterly cold. Runners continue to be plentiful, 
and fair crowds have patronized the meetings, 
doubtless with the idea of making a bit towards 
Chritmas expenses, but the sport in general has 
been of little account. 

An incident at Windsor last Thursday calls 
for comment, for it was the most amusing thing 
I have seen for many a long day. The race was 
the Boveney Hurdle, a 100-sovereign mile-and-a- 
half affair for 3-year-olds, and there were 20 run- 
ners. Half a mile from home, W. Murray’s hard- 
pulling gelding Terror had more or less taken 
charge of Jockey T. Isaac, and he came to the 
last jump lengths ahead of Lord Harewood’s 
gelding Vanvitelli, which was the only rival ‘in 
sight." Both these horses were 100 to 8 chances 
in the market. When over the final flight, Isaac 
commenced to pull up Terror, and all the way up 
the run-in he was sitting up in the saddle holding 
his mount tight by the head. An inexperienced 
lad named C. Moore was riding Vanvitelli, and 
seeing that Isaac was making no attempt to ride 
a finish, it occurred to Moore that there must be 
another circuit to make, so he also sat up and 
took a tight hold of his mount. Maybe he is not 
so strong in the arm as Isaac. At all events, 
Vanvitelli was only a neck behind Terror as they 
went by the judge, neither jockey having made 
the semblance of an effort to win, the crowd 
shrieking with laughter and shouting for “stew- 
ards."’ It was funnier than anything we shall see 
at Bertram Mills’ circus. 

The stewards were, of course, bound to take a 
serious view of the affair. They had the two 
jockeys before them, and had evidence also from 
the respective trainers, Captain Norris and Major 
Barrett. You cannot say much to a winning jock- 
ey, and all that the stewards did in the case of 
Isaac was to tell him that they considered he 
had ridden all too confidently. The lad Moore they 
have reported to the stewards of the National 
Hunt Committee, which seems to me to be fright- 
ening the boy unduly. A small fine and a severe 
caution would, I think, have met the case. Moore 
told the Windsor stewards—two of whom will be 
serving on the N. H. Committee when the case 
comes before that body—that he had never before 
ridden over the Windsor course, and that he was 
firmly of the impression that they had to go 
round again. I hope that the owners of the two 
horse concerned, W. Murray and Lord Harewood, 
will see the humorous side of the affair and not 
take umbrage at the incident. National Hunt 
racing cannot afford to lose such good sporting 
patrons, especially over an incident which resulted 
solely from the mistake of a confused, but quite 
innocent, rider. 
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Ireland's Pontet 


HERE have been two or three results during 

the past week to which reference must be 
made. At Nottingham on December 13 we saw 
the Irish Grand National winner, the 7-year-old 
mare Pontet, make hacks of the odds-on Rightun 
and 10 others to win the Ruddington ‘Chase 
(three miles). Pontet is by Ponteland out of 
Farnagh, by Meleager, and there is no disputing 
her jumping ability or her stamina. She does 
not return to Ireland, and now goes into W. 
Payne's powerful Epsom stable. It is intended to 
enter Pontet for the Grand National and some 
optimists are sweet on her chance, but I should 
like the mare better if there were a bit more of 
her. I know that the Irish National course at 
Fairyhouse wants a lot of jumping, but it is not 
Aintree, and I cannot visualize Pontet as a Liver- 
pool Grand National winner. One of the un- 
placed in her race at Nottingham, Maid of Bran- 
don, trained by Harry Brown, impressed me 
favorably, but as yet this mare is not qualified 
for entry in the National. 

Golden Miller made his re-appearance at the 
week-end fixture at Sandown Park. He carried 
175 pounds in the Sandown Handicap ‘Chase 
(three miles, 125 yards) of 700 sovereigns, start- 
ed favorite, and jumped with much of his old 
brilliancy, but without promising to win. He 
finished seventh in a field of 18, and in all proba- 
bility he wanted the race. Golden Miller is not 
to be entered for the Grand National, his main 
objective being another Cheltenham Gold Cup, a 
prize which he had taken in five successive years 
prior to last March, when the event had to be 
abandoned. 

This Sandown race was won by H. A. Steel’s 
fast 6-year-old Macaulay, a son of Bolingbroke. 
He carried 160 pounds and won by three lengths 
from Silver Bow II, with the lightly weighted 
Dunhill Castle three lengths awey third, Pro- 
vocative fourth, Drinmore Lad (167) fifth and 
Brendan’s Cottage, Battleship, Alarmist, and 
Southern Hero among the unplaced. I was very 
well content with the display of Drinmore Lad, 
which was clearly a bit above himself. Paul Mel- 
lon’s horse continues to be my Grand National 
fancy. 

I do not regard Macaulay as a true Liverpool 
type, but he is a fine, bold fencer over park 
courses. He, Argental, and Airgead Sios are go- 
ing to give Golden Miller a lot to do in the next 
Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

Jack Anthony, whose stable has not been much 
in the limelight to date this season, registered a 
double at Sandown Park with the hurdlers 
Masquery, owned by Mrs. J. de Selincourt, and 
Mask and Wig, owned by J. H. Whitney. They 
were well ridden by the stable jockey, A. Scratch- 
ley. 

Entries for a number of important 1938 Flat 
races, including the Lincolnshire Handicap and 
Ascot Gold Cup, appear in the current issue of 
the Racing Calendar, and I will comment on 
these in my next.

High and Outside 


N a radio program designed to advance the 

fortunes of a brand of cheese products, a few 
nights ago, Bob (Robin) Burns, said to be from 
Arkansas, remarked, “I don’t see what Bing 
Crosby gets out of Christmas. Santa Claus brings 
him some nice toys, and Santa Anita takes ‘em 
away from him.” Some of this had gone on the 
day before, when Owner Crosby's High Strike, 
probably the best 2-year-old developed on the West 
Coast this year, ran into interference and finished 
fourth in the California Breeders Champion 
Stakes, richest of the stakes exclusively for Cali- 
fornia-bred horses. High Strike, a Xenofol geld- 
ing, had won six of eight previous starts, in- 
cluding the Chula Vista and Carlsbad Handicaps 
at Del Mar, and the California Home-Bred Stakes 
at Bay Meadows. Despite the interference, he 
finished only two and a half lengths behind the 
winner, Iron Hills, making up nearly four lengths 
in the last furlong. 


However, the result was not wholly surprising. 
If one were asked to name the sire of the winner 
of a stakes for California-bred horses, he could 
get an even break by saying *Bistouri or Bon 
Homme. These two stallions, both at C. E. Coop- 
er’s Rancho San Luis Rey, Bonsall, Calif., have 
sired five of the 12 horses which have won Cali- 
fornia-bred stakes in the last three years. In 
addition to Iron Hills, Bon Homme got Tonta 
(California-Bred Juvenile Championship) and 
Plunge Home (California-Bred Stakes). *Bis- 
touri got Sharp Girl (California Lassie Stakes) 
and Lloyd Pan (California Breeders Champion 
Stakes). Only one other stallion has two, this 
being John W. Marchbank's *War Cry. Iron Hills 
really represented both of the Cooper stallions, his 
dam being by *Bistouri. *Bistouri, in passing, is 
a *Rock Sand stallion, being by Tracery. Most 
breeders look dubiously on the *Rock Sand male 
line, but this doesn’t go at Rancho San Luis Rey. 


Argument 


T really is no part of my business to argue 

about bookmakers and the propriety, if any, 
of licensing them. But I am attracted by one 
argument put forth by, for instance, Chicago's 
Mayor Edward J. Kelly: “If it is moral and legal 
to bet at a race track, it is moral and legal to 
bet anywhere.” Well, the morality of betting 
is certainly no matter for me, depending, I sup- 
pose, largely on one’s ability to afford it. But 
betting is legal only where it is authorized by 
law, and that is all there is to it. Try this argu- 
ment by parking against a fire plug. 

I am not overly interested in protecting any- 
one from himself, and the objection to licensing 
handbooks is not to be taken on humanitarian 
grounds. But the welfare and continuance of 


racing depend, in great measure, on avoiding 
betting by persons who cannot afford to lose. 
A race meeting, held in the afternoon when a 
large number of people are prevented by their 


employments from regular attendance, and 
charging an admission price which many persons 
are unwilling to afford, more or less guarantees 
that most of its patrons may bet without serious 
danger of having to let the grocer and the land- 
lord go unpaid. A “betting shop,”’ open to any- 
one and in easy reach of clerks, janitors, and 
the like, practically insures that all the small 
suckers will get a play. In time this creates a 
popular feeling, or even an economic situation, 
which manifests itself, not by driving against 
such betting establishments, but against racing 
itself. 

Now the race tracks pay pretty good-sized 
taxes, and make, in many instances, tremendous 
payments into State treasuries. It seems to be 
a forgotten concept that taxation involves some 
sort of return, in protection and consideration, to 
the taxed. A State which benefits from racing 
at least owes racing full measure of cooperation 
toward keeping the sport on a permanent and 
healthy footing. 


Higher Weight 


ND another thing. A race track puts on a 

rather big show. It pays a good-sized pay- 
roll, including some politicians. It returns a 
good many thousand dollars to horsemen. In 
bad years, or even in bad weather, it is likely 
to lose money. But in no handbook licensing 
campaign launched recently has there been any 
consideration of returning a part of the proceeds 
to the tracks which make the revenue possible. 
Would it not be equitable that Arlington Park, 
for instance, which has all the trouble and risk 
of running a race meeting, should receive a part 
of Chicago's revenue from racing, that it might 
offer larger purses, improve the class of its 
racing? For many years the handbook has been 
a parasite of racing, despite its frequent boast 
as to the amount of comeback money it sends 
to the track, for comeback money exists only 
because the bookmaker is afraid to risk holding 
it. He sends it, if at all, quite reluctantly. Now 
the city of Chicago apparently intends to become 
a parasite on the handbooks, and to take a 
license fee for which it will give nothing in 
return. This may be poetic justice as far as 
the handbooks are concerned, but it is putting 
more and more weight on racing. And, though 
it hasn’t done it yet, they say weight will break 
down Brooklyn Bridge. 


Swift and Short 


EWER than 200 2-year-olds of 1938 are re- 

ported at the Florida tracks. There are 
probably more at Santa Anita, hardly so many 
at the Fair Grounds. Probably all of them will 
be included in 600. Last year, to May 1, there 
had been but 305 2-year-old races, won by 220 
juveniles. These are rather shaky statistics, but 
they seem to indicate no great danger from 
early 2-year-old racing. Even if all 600 start 
(a wild assumption, as anyone who has seen 
2-year-olds pick up gravel and buck shins and 
catch colds will admit), there is only about 12 
per cent of the crop in action. It isn’t the top, 
or even the middle 12 per cent, either, and if 
early 2-year-old racing were eliminated, I doubt 
if there would be an added starter in the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup.

Performers as Producers 


RISE to a point of order, to request that no 

one will tell the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers that there is no use having filly races, since 
the racing class of a mare has nothing to do 
with her class as a broodmare. Such an assertion 
is out of order because it is out of line with the 
facts. It has been demonstrated repeatedly in 
these columns that the better racer a mare is, 
the better her producing record will be, on the 
average. But since the idea was much too firmly 
fixed in some minds to come loose with a few 
blows, I shall continue to offer evidence. 

In last week's issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE I 
set forth a list of what appeared to be the best 
30 horses foaled in 1933 and raced in North 
America. But before I go further, I should like 
to correct a rather stupid blunder in that article. 
After the 30 horses had been chosen and their 
pedigrees assembled and set aside to be indexed, 
one of the horses which had been eliminated, 
*Delphinium, got into the list, and it was not 
discovered until the article had gone to press 
that 31 horses, instead of 30, had been used. 
With *Delphinium’s pedigree left out of con- 
sideration a few minor changes must be made 
in the table showing the ranking of the sires 
most prominent in the pedigrees. The following 
are the corrected figures:

Now, with that confession out of the way, 
I should like to arrange the 30 best horses foaled 
in 1933 in four groups, according to the ap- 
parent racing class of their dams:

Brevity is out of ORMONDA, foaled in 1916, raced three 
seasons, started 32 times, winner of 12 races and 
$17.895, including Aberdeen Stakes at two and Kings 
County Handicap at four. 

Count Morse is out of NELLIE MORSE, foaled in 
1921, raced three seasons, started 34 times, winner of 
seven races and $73,565. including Fashion Stakes 
at two and Pimlico Oaks and Preakness Stakes at 
three. 

Deliberator is out of AZURITA, foaled in 1917, raced 
three seasons, started 17 times, winner of three races 
and $3,410, including Cuba Juvenile Stakes at two. 

Fair Knightess is out FAIR PHANTOM, foaled in 
1919, raced three seasons, started 52 times, winner of 
19 races and $51,233, including Spring Trial, Clipsetta, 
and Debutante Stakes at two and Fall Highweight 
Handicap at four. 

Grand Slam is out of JEANNE BOWDRE, foaled in 
1919, raced three seasons, started 32 times, winner 
of 10 races and $17,719, including Golden Rod Handi- 
cap at two. 

Hollyrood is out of *MANDY HAMILTON, foaled in 
1913, raced two seasons, started 18 times, winner of 
three races and $2,796, including Ashland Oaks at 
three. 

Little Miracle is out of NIDA, foaled in 1923, raced two 
seasons, started 25 times, winner of seven races and 
$10,175, including Montague Handicap at three. 

Mr. Bones is out of RINKEY, foaled in 1921, raced 
three seasons, started 47 times, winner of seven races 
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and $17,265, including Ashland Oaks and Comus Han- 
dicap at three. 

Ned Reigh is out of REIGH NUN, foaled in 1924, raced 
one season, started eight times, winner of two races 
and $3,225, including Consolation Stakes at two. 

Red Rain is out of DUSTEMALL, foaled in 1927, raced 
two seasons, started 23 times, winner of seven races 
and $35,320, including Matron Stakes at two. 

Rushaway is out of *ROSEWAY, foaled in 1916, raced 
two seasons, started 14 times, winner of four races 
and £5,483 in first monies, including One Thousand 
Guineas and Lingfield Park Stakes. 

Sparta out of ALCIBIADES, foaled in 1927, raced 
two sons, started 23 times. winner of seven races 
and $47,860, including Debutante and Clipsetta Stakes 
at two, Kentucky Oaks and Arlington Oaks at three. 

Split Second is out of ONE HOUR, foaled in 1925, 
raced two seasons, started 36 times, winner of 10 
races and $27,045, including Astoria Stakes, Adiron- 


dack, Beldame, and Hiawatha Handicaps at two 


Produce of Winners 

Aneroid is out of OUTBURST, foaled in 1928, raced 
three seasons, started 40 times, winner of five races 
and 36,220. 

Bold Venture is cut of POSSIBLE, foaled in 1920, 
raced three seasons, started 11 times, winner of five 
races and $5,427. 

Marica is out of CANBERRA, foaled in 1925, raced two 
Seasons, started 85 times, winner of seven races and 
$10,825. At three Canberra was second to Easter 
Stockings in Latonia Oaks, 1', miles, beaten two 
lengths in 

Memory Book is out of MEMENTO, foaled in 1921, 
raced one season, started eight times, winner of one 
race and $1,450. 

Snark is out of HELVETIA, foaled in 1923, raced two 
seasons, started 11 times, winner of two races and 


is out of HELOISE, foaled in 1925, raced one 
season, started 14 times, winner of one race and $1,050, 

White Cockade is out of WHITE FAVOR, foaled in 
1927, raced one season, started four times, winner of 
one race and $700. 

Produce of Non-Winners 

Floradora is out of GENTLE PLAY, foaled in 1927 
started once unplaced at two. 

Granville is out of GRAVITA, foaled in 1924, started 
seven times unplaced at three. 

High Fleet is out of ARMADA, foaled in 1924, started 
six times unplaced at two; started 21 times, finishing 
second three times, third twice, earning $884, at three. 

Indian Broom 1s out of KAWITA, foaled in 1929, 
started 10 times at two, finishing third once, earning 
$100. 

Maeriel is out of NYANZA, foaled in 1925, started twice 
unplaced at two. 

Produce of Non-Starters 

Coldstream, out of NIMBLE HOOF. 


Sun Teddy, out of SUNMELIA. - 
The Fighter, out of BRIDGEEN. 

It will be seen from the above that the best 
30 horses foaled in 1933 fall out in the following 
proportion: 

13, or 43°7, out of stakes winners. 

7. or 23°7, out of other winners. 
5. or 17%-, out of non-winners which raced. 
or 17°7, out of non-starters. 

The full significance of the figures just given 
can be judged cnly when it is remembered that 
only about 3 per cent of filly foals become stakes 
winners. In the instance of the 1933 crop of 
foals, 43 per cent of the best 30 horses have 
been produced by this 3 per cent of mares. If 
stakes-winning mares had no appreciable ad- 
vantage over other mares as producers, they 
should have produced only one of the 30 best 
horses. They have exceeded their quota 12 
times over. 

Furthermore it is not true that the very best 
race mares are poor producers on the average, 
less valuable than the mares which rank in the 
second flight. The further one goes toward the 
top in racing class, the nearer one approaches 
the top in producing class, and this generaliza- 
tion holds despite all the Artfuls, Beldames, 
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Princess Doreens, Imps, Regrets, and Firenzis 
in the stud book. Nellie Morse beat the colts of 
her year in the Preakness Stakes, and she has 
produced not only Count Morse but a top filly 
in Nellie Flag. She is also the dam of Sara 
Burdon, winner of 10 races, and of Morse Code, 
a colt which I feel certain would have shown 
Stakes-winning class if any injury had not forced 
him out cf training early in his 2-year-old year. 
Alcibiades, best filly of her 2-year-old season, 
has had four foals, all winners, including, be- 
sides Sparta, the Futurity winner Menow. Fair 
Phantom, a speed marvel in her racing days, is 
the dam of Fair Knightess and several other 
winners. Red Rain is the first foal of Dustemall, 
a very good race mare. *Roseway, winner of 
the classic One Thousand Guineas and of the 
Lingfield Park Stakes, is dam of the stakes win- 
ners Rushaway and Roseola. One Hour is dam 
of three other good winners besides Split Second. 

As for the instances of high-class race mares 
which failed as producers, they can be matched 
very easily with parallel cases among high-class 
colts which failed as sires, including Salvator, 
Sir Barton, Luke Blackburn, Ethelbert, Henry 
of Navarre, Tenny, Clifford, and Zev, to point 
out only a few. And if all foals of first-class 
race mares were stacked up against all foals 
sired by first-class race horses in America, I 
have no doubt whatever that the odds would be 
on the mares. 

It will have been noted by the alert reader 
that Granville, a champion colt, and High Fleet, 
a top filly, are in the group whose dams were 
virtually worthless as race horses, and that Cold- 
stream and the handicap champion Seabiscuit 
are among the very good horses out of mares 
which never raced. This is all a part of the 
story. Granville, High Fleet, Coldstream, and 
Seabiscuit are not exceptions to the rule, for 
the simple reason that there is no rule. The 
great mistake that most breeders have made is 
in assuming that there are rules, and that the 
exceptions simply “prove" them. Such dam-and- 
produce combinations as Swing On and Sea- 
biscuit will always be a part of Thoroughbred 
breeding, but are far from being its keynote. 

The list of horses under consideration here is 
not exactly typical of every year’s stakes win- 
ners, for an exceptional percentage of them are 
the produce of high-class mares. It is not in 
the books that stakes-winning mares should 
produce more than 40 per cent of the 30 best 
horses year after year. But it is predictable 
that year after year the stakes-winning mares, 
and especially the best of the stakes-winning 
mares, will produce far more than their mathe- 
matical share of the best horses. 

The breeder who puts his reliance simply in 
good pedigrees has a fair chance of success, if 
he has the best judgment and the greatest of 
luck, but in the long run his success will not be 
comparable to that of the breeder who follows 
racing class and lets the pedigrees fall where 
they may. The dams of the best 30 horses foaled 
in 1983 are not especially well bred, when taken 
as a group. If the performances of these mares 
and of their produce can be forgotten for the 
moment, it will be seen that their pedigrees 
are probably no better than that of the average 
yearling which is sold at Saratoga, and per- 


haps not as good. I do not like to particularize, 
as some people are very sensitive about what 
constitutes class in a pedigree, but if the reader 


will pick up last week's issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
and run his eye down the pedigrees of the 
dams of the best 30 horses cited he will prob- 
ably agree with the generalization. 

A short while ago the manager of a promi- 
nent Thoroughbred nursery told me that he was 
working toward the establishment of a band of 
broodmares composed entirely of stakes winners. 
I doubt whether he ever quite achieves that goal, 
as there are some mares which, even without 
racing qualifications, simply appear too good to 
do without. But if he even comes close he will 
have every reason to expect good results. 

There is another experiment I should like to 
see made along this line, namely that of breed- 
ing some outstanding stallion, such as Man 0’ 
War, to nothing but stakes winners in one 
season. Man o’ War is now 21 years old. Pre- 
sumably he will be given a reduced number of 
mares during the remaining years of his life. 
It would not be difficult, if his book were thrown 
open for one season only, to provide him with 
a full book of stakes-winning mares. (He has 
been bred to very few stakes winners in the 
past.) If such a thing were done I should expect 
to see Man o’ War in his old age sire a crop of 
foals which would compare with the best off- 
spring of his youth. 


FLORIDA 


Tropical Park 


ECOND week of Tropical Park’s 20-day meet- 

ing was concluded January 1, with a capacity 
crowd in attendance, with more than $250,000 
going through the totalizator. Featured was the 
overnight E. Phocion Howard Memorial Handi- 
cap, with a $2,000 purse. Winner and favorite 
was Mucho Gusto, 6-year-old Marvin May horse 
which began his racing for Kirby Ramsey, was 
sold last year to Araho Stable, repurchased in 
partnership with R. F. Coppage a few weeks 
ago. Ridden by Eddie Arcaro, Mucho Gusto 
gave from 10 to 15 pounds to his field, made 
every post a winning one. Runner-up, as in the 
Christmas Handicap, was I. J. Collins Para- 
disical. A supporting event was a one-mile 
purse, under allowance conditions, won by Jd. W. 
Parrish’s Perlette, home-bred daughter of Per- 
centage. Charley Kurtsinger made his first rid- 
ing appearance of the winter on the Saturday 
program, won with his first mount, the 3-year- 
old Weepor, in an allowance sprint. Best per- 
formance of the day, however, was credited to 
the stallion “Happy Argo. In addition to Weepor, 
*Happy Argo sired Happy Code, winner of the 
third race, and Happy Knot, winner of the sixth. 
Weepor was bred by Brookmeade Stable; Happy 
Code and Happy Knot by *Happy Argo’s owner, 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson. 

Better races of the week: On December 27 
Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart won a maiden race 
with Rich Cream, daughter of Milkman, a 
stallion brought to general attention last year 
by the 2-year-old Pasteurized. Rich Cream is 
out of Too High, dam of Top Row, which is 
possibly the best horse Mrs. Stewart has bred. 
Longchamps Farms won an overnight handicap 
on December 29 with Shining Sun, a Sun Edwin 
colt bred by A. B. Hancock. Kingsbury, 4-year- 
old Jean Valjean gelding, won an overnight han- 
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Turf Pix.

LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


EW YEAR'S DAY at the Fair Grounds got 
out three very good fields, illustrating the 
already noticeable improvement in the class of 
racing at the New Orleans track this winter. 
The stakes event went, as described in following 
columns, to the Eternal mare Hope Eternal. 
Disappointment of this race was the performance 
of E. K. Bryson’s Calumet Dick, which had a 
decision over Snark and Seabiscuit to his credit 
in 1937.

When placed under punishment he held 
on fairly well but could not engage the leaders, 
finished fifth, beaien eight lengths.

year-olds and up at six furlongs. Winner and 
favorite was Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Reaping, a 
5-year-old *Sickle gelding. An allowance race 
for 3-year-olds went to E. K. Bryson’s Bunny 
Baby, Transmute filly which was a stakes win- 
ner early last season. Reaping’s victory was his 
second of the week, as he had won an allowance 
race on December 29 from Carvola, Cristate, 
and other good horses. 

Another good winner of the day was J. Lane’s 
Leros, 10-year-old Nocturnal gelding. Leros 
races to be claimed for $1,200 (occasionally 
$800), but proved a very useful horse in 1937, 
winning 11 races. Leros was a horse of high 
class when he came to the races in 1930, and 
in 1931 won the first running of the Tropical 
Park Opening Handicap for J. C. Ellis. Some of 
the class is gone, but Leros is still doing very 
well. He has faced the starter 137 times, has 
won 39 races and $27,602. 

On January 8, the Martin Behrman Memorial 
Handicap will be offered. 


New Year's Handicap 


After failing in three previous stakes at the 
Fair Grounds, Mrs. Sam Orr's Hope Eternal 
(108) faced a still better field in the New Year’s 
Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
1 1-16 miles) on January 1, turned in a much 
improved performance and won as Jockey Willie 
Lee Johnson pleased. Heavy favorite was the 
E. K. Bryson entry of Carvola (108) and Calu- 
met Dick (124), the latter making his first start 
since the Maryland season ended. 

The start was bad, as Zevson (118) broke to 
the inside and crowded the three horses which 
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were inside him. C. E. Davison’s Our Count 
(108) escaped with light interference, but Wise 
Player (11C) suffered considerably and Carvola 
was almost knocked down. Waxwing (114), 
winner of the Thanksgiving Handicap, was away 
in front, with Hope Eternal a close second, 
Zevson an indifferent third. When the field had 
reached the second turn Zevson had dropped out 
of the race and Waxwing was tiring. Hope 
Eternal went easily into the lead, opened up five 
lengths on the field, had no challenges to re- 
pulse. Shady Brook Farm's Visigoth (108), a 
son of Noel, came up for a long game drive and 
took second place, four lengths behind the 
Eternal mare, three lengths in front of Mrs. A. 
R. Smith’s Trouper (104), which had been well 
up throughout. Our Count got up to third place 
after a half-mile, then dropped back, but came 
again to be fourth, a head farther back. Calumet 
Dick was fifth, having failed to rally in the 
stretch. In order followed Waxwing, Prince 
Torch (107), Carvola, Wise Player, Carl S. (102), 
Trina (10315), and Zevson.

New York Prospers 


Report of the New York Racing Commission, 
not yet released in full, indicates a gain of 12 
per cent in attendance at the five New York 
tracks in 1937, a gain of 16 per cent in receipts. 
There were 1,489,493 paid admissions in 1937, 
receipts of $4,027,167.45. More important to 
horsemen was the fact that purse distribution 
increased 23 per cent, to $1,916,230. The State 
received $594,310.81, a gain of 18 per cent. 

The report pointed out that in 1937 there was 
a total of $1,055,000 offered in stakes with 
$5,000 or more added in the United States, and 
that New York put up $222,500 of this. It 
further stated that when the New York State 
Racing Commission was created four years ago, 
there was but $144,500 in such purses, of which 
New York offered $60,500. 
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CALIFORNIA 
Santa Anita Park 


N previous seasons the Santa Anita Park 

meeting started off with betting totals that 
would have meant reasonable prosperity to most 
tracks, gradually increased its turnover until it 
reached staggering proportions. Last season the 
daily average reached $556,783. But this year the 
meeting began with big turnovers, moved on to 
have bigger ones, and if any increase is shown 
during the meeting an all-time record may be set. 
On Christmas Day the betting was $789,159, as 
against about $600,000 on opening day the year 
before. But on the following Tuesday, usually 
a rather dull day, the handle was more than 
a half-million. This went on through the week, 
was climaxed on New Year’s Day, despite the 
counter attraction of the Rose Bowl, by a turn- 
over just short of a million dollars ($929,520). 
Through the first six days of the meeting, the 
average was about $610,000, about $170,000 a 
day above that for the corresponding period 
last year. 

January 1 was featured by the New Year 
Handicap, won by the Hotweed colt Gosum, 
which had been something of a disappointment 
to his breeder, Calumet Farm. Secondary at- 
traction, a $1,500 purse at six furlongs, was won 
by Dogaway, a *Bull Dog colt which had been 
discarded by Milky Way Farms. Two other good 
races were offered under allowance conditions. 
A six-furlong event for 3-year-olds went to 
Dixiana’s King’s Heir, by *North Star III. A 
seven-furlong race for 4-year-olds and up was 
won by one of the Chilean invaders, A. E. Silver’s 
*Cisneros, a 6-year-old. Purses observed a $1,200 
minimum, even though, in the last race, the win- 
ner could have been claimed for that sum. 


High Strike Beaten 


California’s racing is well designed to assist 
California breeders, since one race must be offered 
daily for California-bred horses, and several well 
endowed stakes are offered for the produce of the 
State. Most valuable of these is the California 
Breeders Champion Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, foaled in California, one mile), run at Santa 
Anita Park December 29 for the third time. 
Solid horse for the race was H. L. (Bing) Crosby’s 
High Strike, a Xenofol gelding which had won 
six of his eight starts, all on the Coast, including 
several minor stakes. High Strike was the only 
horse in the field of 11 which had won as much 
as the endowment of the stakes, and he was 
backed down to 3 to 5. 

But the fortunes of the race cost the Crosby 
gelding the victory. Silver State Stable’s Rolling 
Ball, son of *Bistouri, went away at high speed, 
with Altadena Stable’s Claudian hard after him, 
while High Strike ran into interference on the 
first turn, was forced back, and seemed hopeless- 
ly beaten before the field had gone a half-mile. 
Claudian was going hard after Rolling Ball, but 
on the stretch turn the leader began to draw out. 
Here a new challenge came from Iron Mountain 
Stable’s Iron Hills, a Bon Homme colt which had 
been racing with a $2,000 claiming tag. Johnny 
Gilbert had rated the colt well back in the early 
running, and had moved up gradually in the back 
stretch. As the field straightened for the drive 
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Gilbert took Iron Hills to the outside, caught 
Claudian without difficulty, engaged Rolling Ball 
three-sixteenths from the finish. At the eighth- 
pole Iron Hills had got to the front. He bore 
over slightly on Rolling Ball, drew out to win by 
a length and a quarter. Rolling Ball apparently 
was beaten at the time, which is considered by 
stewards to be a sufficient excuse for interference 
on the part of another horse. He kept on, how- 
ever, to take second place by a length from 
Claudian, while High Strike, coming again in the 
stretch, was fourth, a head farther back. In order 
followed Cue Ball, Gamelon, Santouri, Dolicia Boy, 
Carla Mar, Shasta Buddy, and Better Bet. The 
two fillies, Gamelon and Carla Mar, carried 119 
pounds; other starters had 122. Time, :23!;, 
24715, 1:13°5, 1:403;, track fast. Stakes divi-

Iron Hills has started 27 times, won three races, 
finished second six times, third three times, and 
has earned $12,705. He is the first foal of his dam, 
Danube Waves, which. never started.

Speed Handicap), Electra (also producer), Easter 
Style (13 wins in 1937), and Bon Amour (Bald- 
win Handicap) and the producer Shasta Brown. 
Slippers also produced Polly Flinders, dam of 
seven winners including Macaw (Shevlin Stakes, 
Carter, Brookdale, Broadway, Queens County 
Handicaps, and sire), Prudery (Spinaway, Miller, 
Grand Union Hotel, Alabama, Fashion, Rosedale 
Stakes, and dam of the stakes winners Whiskery, 
Victorian, and Halcyon), and Prudish (Coaching 
Club American Oaks and dam of the stakes win- 
ner Comstockery). Slippers also produced the win- 
ners Slipshod (Eastern Shore Handicap), Buskin

Gosum's First Stakes 


Nearly every starter in the New Year Handi- 
can ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 
miles) at Santa Anita Park January 1 had 
started his career under other silks. Many were 
cast-offs of big stables. Gosum (106), the ulti- 
mate winner, was a Kentucky Derby hope of 
Calumet Farm last year. Gleeman (105) was 
once a J. H. Whitney racer. Tick On (111) 
won his best victcries for Loma Stable. Indian 
Broom (114) began with Brookmeade Stable. 
Fair Knightess was a recent purchase from 
Hobson C. McGehee. He Did (117) was an ex- 
ception, for though he raced last season for the 
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late Silas B. Mason, his present owner, Arnold 
Hanger, was a partner in the Mason stable. 
Gleeman, now owned by William A. Boeing, 
who until recently raced jin partnership with 
Earl Beezley, really directed the outcome. At 
the start he shut off Indian Broom, the heavy 
favorite for the race. Thereafter he made the 
pace, with Count Atlas (106) as his nearest 
pursuer for six furlongs. Then He Did, which 
had been well up throughout, began moving fast 
on the outside. Gleeman held him off to the 
last furlong, then tired badly. As he tired he 
swerved out, striking He Did and knocking the 
Victorian horse off stride. Ready to take ad- 
vantage of the situation was Nelson A. Howard's 
Gosum, and Jockey Allan Gray drove the Hot- 
weed colt to the front in the last sixteenth. 
Gosum drew out to win by a length and a 
quarter. Gleeman finished second, a head in 
front of He Did, but he was disqualified and 
placed third, thus reversing the actual finish as 
far as second and third places were concerned. 
Neil S. McCarthy’s Tick On (111), making up 
ground steadily after the start, was fourth, three 
lengths farther back. In order followed Count 
Atlas, Pasha (106), No Dice (105), Fair Knight- 
ess (114), Indian Broom, and *Sabueso (109).

From 19 starts (17 for Calumet Farm), Gosum 
has won five races, finished second three times, 
third once, and has earned $9,125. Slow and 
Easy, a Colin mare owned by Victor Emanuel, 
was taken to England after the breeding season 
of 1932, and there foaled “Crossbow II, by 
Crusader. She was bred, in France, to Hot- 
weed, one of four French Derby winners sired 
by Bruleur (two which were brought to America 
were *Pot au Feu and *Ksar). She was returned 
to America in 19338, and was sold, with *Cross- 
bow II at her side, to Calumet Farm for $6,000. 
She was a winner at two and three, including 
Medina Handicap and Miramar Purse (track 
record of 1:05°,5 for furlongs), and produced, 
in addition to *Crossbow II (Sanford Stakes, 
Wannamoisett, New Rochelle Handicaps), the 
winners Frederick, Nancy C., and Gloritone 
(also secend in two stakes). She is sister to 
Modest, winner Grainger Memorial Handicap.

Gosum was foaled at Kentmere Farm, Boyce, 
Va., on March 25, 1934, when his dam was at 
the Gilpin farm to be bred to *Teddy. 


Whichcee Goes Out 


On his way from Tanforan, where he won his 
most important victory, to Santa Anita Park, 
Major Austin C. Taylor's Whichcee contracted 


shipping fever, will be out of action until late in 
the Santa Anita meeting. Veterinarians said on 
December 23 that the Whichone gelding was 
definitely recovering, but will, of course, have 
gone off in training during the illness. 


Talma Dee Dies 


Pneumonia caused the death at Santa Anita 
Park December 25, of the good *Bull Dog filly 
Talma Dee, owned by Milky Way Farm. Talma 
Dee, bred by Coldstream Stud, Lexington, and 
sold in the Saratoga yearling auctions of 1935 for 
$2,600, had made an ample return on her pur- 
chase price, winning the Selima Stakes ($22,480 
to the winner) of 1936. As a 2-year-old of 1936 
she won three of her eight starts, finished once 
second, once third, and earned $24,680, being sec- 
ond to Apogee in earnings in her age and sex 
division. In 1937 she raced unplaced. 


Hollywood Turf Club Dates 


On January 3 the California Horse Racing 
Board announced that it had granted dates to the 
Hollywood Turf Club, which is now completing 
the construction of a track in Inglewood, near 
Los Angeles. Inglewood will have 33 days of 
racing, from June 11 to July 23. The granting of 
the dates ended almost a year of bickering, begun 
when a permit to the track was withdrawn at 
about the time construction started. Track direc- 
tors continued construction, pending appeal of 
the adverse decision. 


Death of W. H. Bringloe 


W. H. Bringloe, trainer for the stable of H. 
C. Hatch, died in Los Angeles December 29 
after a week's illness. Burial will be at Toronto, 
Canada, of which city Trainer Bringloe was a 
native. He is survived by his widow, two sons, 
a daughter. 

Partly because of the serious illness of his 
trainer, Mr. Hatch had already announced that 
his racing stable would be dispersed in a paddock 
sale at Santa Anita Park January 15. 


Sallys Booter Dies 


At Santa Anita Park December 27 died Sallys 
Booter, 5-year-old gelding by Freebooter—Sally 
O'Hara, by Citizen, owned by A. Puccinelli. A 
heart attack caused the death. Sallys Booter, one 
of the better horses racing the full season on the 
West Coast, had had his most successful year in 
1937, winning the $10,000 added Longacres Mile 
the $5,000 Del Mar Handicap. He was bred by J. 
N. McFadden. 


Pompoon Works Again 


J. H. Louchheim, Philadelphia owner, watched 
Pompcoon breeze six furlongs at Santa Anita 
Park December 30. The Pompey colt, leading 
2-year-old of 1936 and runner-up to War Ad- 
miral in the Kentucky Derby and Preakness, is 
said to be rounding into shape again following 
a long rest. The $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap 
is his major objective.

BETTING FORTHE SEASON 


TATISTICS compiled by the Associated Press, 
and released December 1, indicate fairly con- 
siderable racing gains in 1937 as far as betting 
is concerned, and a tax increase of approximately 
10 per cent. The gain in wagering was about 
$27,500,000, or approximately 11 per cent. The 
gain in 1936, over 1935, was about $37,000,000. 
The tabular presentation of betting and taxa- 
tion presented below requires some explanation. 
For California and Florida, the figures given rep- 
resent the 1935-1936 and 1936-1937 racing sea- 
sons rather than the calendar year; those for 1937 
represent the racing season of 1936-1937, as no 
adequate comparsion is possible this year, since 
Texas repealed its racing law after the spring 
season. Absent from the betting column is New 
York, since the pari-mutuel system is not in use 
there, and although writers occationally make 
veryhigh estimates of the betting in New York, 
no xact figures are available. Absent from the 
list is Louisiana, though about 100 days of racing 
are held at New Orleans. That State has no racing 
law, no racing commission, no check on what hap- 
pens at the Fair Grounds. Absent also are Ari- 
zona and North Dakota, where racing is on such 
a small scale that is is unrecognized, and meetings 
such as are held at the California and Texas fairs 
are omitted also. Maine, which has only harness 
racing, is likewise missing. For a complete pic- 
ture of racing in North America, there must be 
added also the statistics for Canada, some of 
which appear in this issue. 

A part of the increase was accounted for by 
Delaware Park, which held a successful inaugural 
meeting in 1937. But major gains were made in 
California ($8,000,000), Illinois ($7,000,000), New 
Hampshire ($8,000,000), and Maryland ($4,000, 
00). Kentucky, Ohio, and Indiana gained about 
$1,000,000 each. But the gain in New Hampshire 
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is accounted for largely, though not wholly, by 
the fact that Rockingham Park had an unexpected 
extension of 24 days last fall, as a result of the 
closing of Narragansett Park. 

The loss in Rhode Island is attributed largely 
to this same closing, though the pari-mutuel turn- 
over at the earlier meetings had been slightly 
under that of 1936. Michigan's loss, of $700,000, 
was caused by the fact that the State had four 
fewer racing days than in 1936. In Massachu- 
setts, however, though there were the same num- 
ber of racing days in the two years, Suffolk 
Downs, with an extra day, had a decrease of about 
$650,000, while little Agawam Park, with one day 
less, had an increase of about $150,000.

All last year good prices 
prevailed at California auctions. The first sale 
of 1938 in the State was a dispersal of 19 2- 
year-olds, all California-bred, owned by Jack P. 
Atkin. They were offered in the paddock at 
Santa Anita Park on the morning of Monday, 
January 3, the sale being under the direction of 
W. S. Cahalan. The 19 head brought $19,900, 
average $1,047, prices ranging from $2,500 down 
to $475.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


SEASON IN REVIEW 


TRICTLY speaking, there is no longer a 

racing season in North America. There was 
not a week-day in 1937 when racing was not in 
progress somewhere in the United States, and 
racing on Sundays was conducted in Louisiana, 
Washington, and across the border at Agua 
Caliente. There was not a Saturday on which a 
stakes race was not offered. The purse distribu- 
tion for the year was $14,363,562, the largest 
amount ever offered. There were, by general 
opinion, a larger number of horses of high class 
than had been seen for many years. War Ad- 
miral equaled the American record for 11!2 miles. 
Menow broke the world record for 61, furlongs. 
Seabiscuit turned in a set of performances in 
the handicap division which can be ranked with 
those of Equipoise and Discovery. Betting was 
generally higher, and nearly all of the racing 
associations had profitable seasons. Against all 
of this were a few debits: Texas repealed its 
racing laws after the spring season; Rhode 
Island and California underwent publicized dis- 
putes which did no good for the sport in either 
State, and Rhode Island missed its fall meeting 
when the governor of the State placed the track 
under martial law. There were rumblings toward 
repeal in Massachusetts, the likelihood of court 
struggles in Florida and California, in the matter 
of new tracks. 

But whatever shadows may give warning of 
coming events, the records will show 1937 to 
have been a highly successful racing year. Rac- 
ing statistics for 19837 compiled by Daily Racing 
Form’s highly efficient statistical departments, 
are here presented. 


Howard Stable Leads Owners 


Until the last few weeks of the year, it 
seemed probable that the Milky Way Farm of 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars would be, for the second 
successive year, leading stable in point of money 
won. But the last races of the season gave this 
honor to the horses of Mrs. Charles S. Howard. 
The Howard horses won 58 races and $212,859 
in 1937, against $209,925 for Milky Way. Sea- 
biscuit was the chief reliance of the Howard 
Stable, contributing $168,580 to the total. There 
were 39 horses to carry the Howard silks in 
1937, none of the others earning as much as 
$7,000, although some of the more recent pur- 
chases, such as Fair Knightess and Chanceview, 
earned larger amounts for other owners. 

Thought Mrs. Mars fell to second place, her 
total winnings represented a slight advance over 
the amount which gave her leadership in 1936, 
as in that year her horses earned $206,450. Lead- 
ing the division was Tiger, with $54,785, and she 
had seven other horses to earn more than 
$10,000, these being Sky Larking (dead), Mars 
Shield, Reaping Reward, Well Rewarded, Moun- 
tain Ridge, Case Ace, and Military. Thirty-seven 
horses carried her silks during the year. 

Glen Riddle Farm, aided by War Admiral, 
ranked third on the list with $176,140. In order 
followed Hal Price Headley ($171,780), Fox- 
catcher Farms ($163,105), Mrs. Emil Denemark 
($135,680) J. H. Whitney ($118,750), Mrs. Ethel 
D. Jacobs ($115,192), Calumet Farm ($104,113), 
and Greentree Stable ($103,790). 

The lead of the Howard horses did not go un- 
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challenged. The Los Angeles Times of January 1 
quoted Trainer Robert McGarvey, of Milky Way, 
as claiming earnings of $216,225, or about $3,600 
more than the Howard horses. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is unable definitely to check the figures for the 
Milky Way earnings, but on the basis of reports 
from the individual meetings at which the Milky 
Way horses raced, the error seems to be Trainer 
McGarvey’s. For the Washington Park meeting, 
the trainer set the stable’s earnings at $48,015. 
Race-by-race examination of the charts sets this 
figure at $45,090. But the Daily Racing Form 
report immediately after the meeting set it at 
$42,690. McGarvey’s figures did not agree, either, 
with reports from otner meetings, being some- 
what over the totals credited to the stable at 
Latonia, Arlington Park, Saratoga, Churchill 
Downs (spring), Belmont Park, slightly under 
that credited from Churchill Downs (fall). Fig- 
ures from Santa Anita Park and Arlington Downs 
could not be checked. 


Leading Horses 


For the first time since 1915, a horse older 
than three years was the leading money winner. 
This was Seabiscuit, leader of the handicap di- 
vision, which earned $167,455, which gave him 
a small margin over War Admiral ($164,950). 
Rosemont, winner of the San Antonio and Santa 
Anita Handicaps, did not win again, but the 
$97,525 earned from these races kept him in 
third place. The 2-year-old Menow was fourth 
with $65,025, was first in his age _ division. 
Calumet Dick, once considered a Saratoga 
“lemon,” was next with $61,205. In order fol- 
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lowed Tiger, Flying Scot, Fairy Hill, Esposa, 
Dawn Play (leading 3-year-old filly), Sky Lark- 
ing, Burning Star, Nedayr, Aneroid, Strabo. In 
the figures above earnings in stakes only are 
counted. This tabulation failed to include Colum- 
biana, which won $52,000 in the Widener Cup 
Handicap, should have been ranked sixth. 


Trainers 


Leading trainer of the year, as for the four 
preceding ones, was the inevitable Hirsch Jacobs, 
who sent out 134 winners in 1937. This was 
below his 1936 total of 177, but was better than 
that of any of the other three years in which he 
led the trainers’ list. There are few records left 
for Jacobs to shoot at, as far as number of 
winners is concerned. H. G. Bedwell led Ameri- 
can trainers in 1909, and for six consecutive 
years from 1912-1917 inclusive, but on only two 
occasions did he have more than 100 winners. 
Jacobs has had 114 or better for five consecu- 
tive years. 

Second in number of winners was B. A. Jones, 
who handled the Woolford Farm horses, got 91 
winners. Earl H. Beezley, who races on_ the 
Pacific Coast, had 86, was tied with Anthony 
Pelleteri for third. George Alexandra was fifth 
with 82. 

In one respect, however, Jacobs has not got 
to the top, or even close. Handling a stable 
made up largely of platers, leadership in money 
has eluded him. In 1937 this honor fell to 
Robert McGarvey, trainer for Milky Way Farm, 
who saddled the winners of $209,925. Tom Smith, 
with Seabiscuit as his best horse, was second

HE principal matters to come before the an- 

nual meeting of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, to be held January 
10, 11, 12, and 13 at the Miami Biltmore Hotel, 
Coral Gables, Fla., will include certification and 
identification of horses; the restriction or elimina- 
tion of early 2-year-old racing; and problems of 
apprentices and jockey weights.

Burning Star carried top weight of 
117 pounds to beat Forty Winks, Rex Flag, 
Prairie Dog, etc., in the Saranac Handicap, 
won the Travers by four lengths from Up 
and Doing, Matey, etc., and won the Mary- 
land Handicap by four lengths from Dellor, 
Bottle Cap, Eagle Pass, etc. In the Riggs 
Handicap he was beaten a neck by Sea- 
biscuit in new track record time of 1:57%5 
for the 1 3-16 miles (beating *Caballero II, 
Aneroid, Unfailing, Firethorn, etc.). Burn- 
ing Star also was second to Eagle Pass in 
Havre de Grace Handicap (beating Fair 
Knightess, Calumet Dick, etc.), second to 
Rex Flag in Kenner Stakes, second to Dawn

CANADA 
Season of 1937 


HE Canadian Department of Agriculture has 
compiled figures on the Canadian racing 
season of 1937, showing gate receipts, pari- 
mutuel turnover, and distribution of all tracks 
in the Dominion. Woodbine Park, near Toronto, 
lead in two divisions, its distribution amounting 
to $108,600, or more than 10 per cent of the 
Canadian total. Its wagering, totaling $2,725,425, 
was also more than 10 per cent of the entire 
total. In the matter of gate receipts, however, 
Dufferin Park, also a Toronto track, was the 
leader, with a total of $76,557.75 for 14 days of 
racing, Woodbine Park being second with $73,779 
for the same amount of racing.

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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


T is to be expected that the sire of the winner 

of the Futurity, except in rare instances, will 
lead the 2-year-old sire list in money won by 
his get. But *Pharamond II, Hal Price Headley’s 
Phalaris stallion, which sired Menow, spread his 
leadership over number of winners and number 
of races won by them. He had 22 winners, a 
greater number than has been credited to any 
sire since 1916, when *Star Shoot had 27. These 
won 40 races and one shared in a dead heat, 
and they earned a total of $91,590. 

Coldstream Stud’s *Bull Dog, sixth on the list 
in 1936, rose to second place, with winners of 
$76,320, the principal earner being Tiger. Blue 
Larkspur, absent from the list in 1935 and 1936, 
was third, the unfortunate Sky Larking being 
his best juvenile. *Teddy and Stimulus, both 
among the 10 leaders last year, were fourth and 
fifth. Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Neddie, which 
finished sixth, is a newcomer to the list, his best 
2-year-old being Nedayr. The 10 leaders, on the 
basis of first monies won by their get:

winners, or 44 fewer than in the previous year. 
These won 2,140 races, 11 more than in 1936. 
The total first money did not vary materially, 
and the average first money a race increased $9. 
But this failure to change substantially was 
itself significant. In each of the four previous 
years there was a considerable increase in the 
average first money a race, and distribution in 
1937 was the highest on record. But the in- 
creased distribution did not go to the 2-year- 
olds. The general agitation to diminish em- 
phasis on 2-year-old racing would seem to have 
had at least the result of holding its purses 
almost stationary in 1937. The following table 
shows the comparison of last year’s 2-year-old 
racing with that of previous years:

MATE was foaled in the year of Equipoise, Twenty Grand, Jamestown, Sweep 
All, Ladder, and others, and in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons was compelled 
to run against the best crop of horses of the century. At two he was unplaced 
but once, and won eight races and $58,650, including Champagne Stakes (de- 
feating Equipoise and Ladder), Breeders’ Futurity (defeating Pennate and 
Blind Bowboy), Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, Walden Handicap (defeat- 
ing Sweep All and Twenty Grand). He was second by a nose in the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, was third to Equipoise and Twenty Grand in the Pimlico 
Futurity, and third in the Belmont Futurity. 

AT THREE Mate won seven races and $214,775, and was third by a few thou- 
sand dollars (to Top Flight and Twenty Grand) on the list of money-winning 
horses. He won the Preakness (beating Twenty Grand, Ladder, Equipoise, 
Clock Tower, etc.), American Derby (beating Pittsburgher and Spanish Play, in 
track record time of 2:04 1-5), Classic Stakes (defeating Spanish Play and 
Twenty Grand in new track record time of 2:02 2-5), Kenner Stakes, Stanley 
Produce Stakes, Bowie and Thanksgiving Handicaps. He was second to Sun 
Beau in Hawthorne Gold Cup, third to Twenty Grand in Kentucky Derby in 
record time of 2:01 4-5, and third to Tambour and Tred Avon in Potomac 
Handicap, making heavy weight concessions. He was third in the Maryland 
Handicap, giving the winner |3 pounds. 

MATE also won, in America, the Challenger Invitation Purse and Thanksgiving 
Handicap. He was second in Bryan and O’Hara Memorial twice, second in 
Riggs, Washington Handicaps, and Whitney Gold Cup. He was third in Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, Washington, Thanksgiving Handicaps, and in Wilson Stakes, 
Arlington Gold Cup, and Hawthorne Gold Cup. 

MATE comes from a strong family. His fourth dam, Stella, is also fourth dam 
of Trigo (Derby, St. Leger, Irish St. Leger, etc.), and Athford (Doncaster 
Cup, Great Jubilee Handicap, etc.). 

IN America, Mate was in the money 48 times in 63 starts and won $297,860. 


In his English campaign, Mate won the Challenge Stakes, was second in the 
Coronation Cup (carrying 132 pounds, giving the winner 3), second in the 
Ayrshire Handicap (giving the winner 29 pounds), third in the City and Sub- 
urban Handicap (carrying 130, giving 12 to the winner, 17 to second), third 
in the Duke of York Handicap (giving the winner 9, the second horse 8 
pounds). In England Mate earned 790 sovereigns, or about $3,950. 

Mate’s first foals are now yearlings. In his first two seasons at stud he has proved 

himself very sure with his mares.

He was 
second in Derby Trial Stakes and fourth in Preakness (to Gallant Fox, Crack Brigade, and 
Snowflake), also second in Chesapeake Stakes to Sweet Sentiment, but was disqualified. In 
1934 Michigan Boy had four foals, three of which won, including Magnolia Cash (5 wins), 
Earl B., and Al Carlys (5 wins up to 1 1-16 miles).

Equipoise won Keene Memorial, Juvenile, 
National Stallion, Great American, Whitney, Wilson (twice), Pimlico Futurity Stakes, 
Eastern Shore, Harford, Toboggan, Metropolitan (twice), Stars and Stripes, Havre de 
Grace, Philadelphia (twice), Suburban, Arlington, Dixie, Whitney Gold Trophy Handicaps, 
Arlington Gold Cup, Hawthorne Gold Cup, Saratoga Cup, and was placed in many other 
stakes. Under 128 pounds he set the world’s record of 1:3425 for a mile over a circular 
track.
